IQuality Control and inspection ) Act 1963 ( of 1963 ) and in supersession of 
The notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce NO 
S . O . 431, (later the 7th February , 1966 , the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules , namely : 

1. Short title and Commencement ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Export 
of Pesticides ( Inspection ) Rules , 1966 . 

( 2 ) They shall come into force on the 1st August , 1966 

2 . Definition . In these rules " pesticides " sball mean pesticides and their 
formulations specified in the Schedule to these rules. 


3 . Basis of Inspection . - Inspection of pesticides for export shall be carried out 
with a view to seeing that pesticides conform to either the standard specifica 
tions recognised by the Central Government under section 6 of the Export 
( Quality Control and Inspection ) Act, 1989 (22 of 1969 ) , or any other specifica 
tions stipulated in the export contract as declared by the exporter , as the case 
may be. 

4 . Procedure for affixation of recognised mark . – The provisions of ihc Indian 
Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Act , 1962 ( 36 of 1962 ) , the Indian 
Standards Institution ( Certification Marks ) Rules , 1955 , the Indian Standards 
Institution ( Certification Mark ) Regulations, 1955 and the procedure laid down 
by the Indian Standards Institution in this behalf shall, so far as may be , apply 
to the inspection of pesticides prior to export . 

5 . Procedure for Inspection . - ( 1 ) An exporter intending to export pesticides 
0 . 1 the basis of specitications othoi than the standard specifications, stipulated in 
the export contract, shall give intimation in writing ol his intention so to do and 
yubmit along with such intimation a declaration of the specifications stipulated 
in the contract relating to such export to the Indian Standards Institution (here 
maſter reierred to as the Agency ) recognised under section 7 of the Export 
( Quǝlity Control and Inspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1903 ) , to enable it to carry 
out the inspectioni. 

( 2 ) Every declaration and intimation under sub - rule ( 1) shall be given not 
less than Aftcen days hefore the expected date of shipment. 

13 ) On receipt of the intination and declaration under sub - rule ( 2 ) , the 
gency shall inspect the consignment of pesticides with a viow to seeing that the 
same contorns to the horrifications stipulated in the export contract as declared 
by the exporter. 

( 4 ) Il after inspection , the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of pesti 
cides to be exported cumplies with the requirement of rule 3 , it shall, within 
Hfteen days of the receipt of the intimation and declaration under sub - rule ( 2 ), 
issus a certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment as export -worthy . 

6 . Place of Inspection . - Every inspection under these rules shall be carried 
out at the part of shipmunt, rithera ) at the premises of the manufacturer , or 
( b ) szt the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter , provided 
inclequate facilities for the purpose exist therein 

7 . Inspection Fee.- - For each consignment of pesticides inspected under rule 5 , 
a fee at the rate of twenty paise for every one hundred rupees of the 1. 0 . b . value 
of each consignment shall be paid as inspection fee under these rules, 

8 . Appeal. Any person aggricved by the refusal of the Agency to issue a 
Certificate under sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 5 , may , within ten days of receipt of com 
runication of such retusal by him , prefer an appeal to a panel of experts, consist 
ing of not less than three persons, appointed by the Central Government for the 
purpose , 
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( 2 ) The decision of the said panel in such appeal shall be final
